PART-TIME FACULTY IN ILLINOIS PUBLIC COMMUNITY COLLEGES 



This report focuses on part-time faculty employed in Illinois public community 
colleges and contains three types of analyses using different data sources. 
Initially, Illinois Community College Board (ICCB) historical salary survey 
(1980-1989) data are referenced to examine trends in the employment of 
part-time faculty. The salary survey is submitted by the colleges each fall 
and provides aggregated counts of faculty headcount and full-time equivalency 
(FTE). Then the most recent (fall 1989) ICCB faculty and staff data' are 
analyzed to reveal the characteristics of current part- and full-time 
faculty. Fall faculty and staff data provide information about the 
characteristics of individual college employees. In both of the ICCB sources, 
part-time is defined by each college. A third data source, the American 
Association of Community and Junior College (AACJC) Fall Survey, is used to 
obtain comparative data from other states. The AACJC data are gathered 
directly from each community college through a written survey with full-time 
faculty defined as those teaching nine or more credit hours during fall 1989. 
Part-time faculty were defined by default as instructors teaching less than 
nine credit liours. These three data sources yield slightly different counts 
due to differing census dates, differing definitions, and the inclusion of the 
City Colleges of Chicago's training specialists as part-time faculty in the 
fall faculty and staff data but not in the salary survey or AACJC data. The 
City Colleges of Chicago does not consider training specialists who teach in 
its adult education programs as faculty members. Since other colleges in the 
system do classify their adult education instructors as faculty, the training 
specialists have been included for comparability. 



Part-time Faculty Trends 

To provide an indication of faculty usage trends, a percent change was 
calculated between fall 1989 and the average of fall 1980 through 1988. As 
indicated in Table 1, the overall number of faculty decreased by 11.2 percent 
in fall 1989 compared with the rest of the 1980s. The overall faculty 
headcount decrease was three times greater than the trend decrease in fall 
enrollment for the same time period. The larger decrease in the number of 
faculty compared with enrollments suggests either an overall increase in class 
size and/or a decrease in the numbe" of sections offered statewide. 

Both the number of full- and part-time instructors exhibited trend decreases, 
with part-time faculty experiencing a greater decline (12.8 percent) than 
full-time faculty (7.2 percent). The number of part-time faculty ranged from 
a high of 13,779 in fall 1983 to a low of 10,261 in fall 1987. The full-time 
faculty headcount ranged from 5,118 in fall 1982 to 4,470 in fall 1988. 
Full-time faculty exhibited an uninterrupted gradual decline between 1982 and 
1988 followed by a very slight increase in 1989. The part-time faculty 
headcount showed greater variability. The number of part-time faculty grew 
between 1980 and 1983 then fluctuated during the mid- to late 1980s. As could 
be anticipated, the part-time faculty is a more fluid group expanding and 
contracting to meet local needs as they arise. Appendix Tables A-l and A-2 
contain detailed data by college.

An average of 71.1 percent of the entire faculty were employed on a part-time 
basis during the 1980s, As one might expect from the greater decline in the 
number of part-time faculty, there was also a decline in the proportion of 
faculty that are employed on a part-time basis. The percentage of part-timers 
reached a high of 73.3 percent in 1983 before declining to a fairly stable 
percentage of approximately 70 percent the last three years. 

The number of full-time equivalent (FTE) faculty also decreased over the 
ten-year period. Table 2 shows a 6.3 percent trend decrease in the total 
number of FTE faculty. Both full-time and part-time faculty FTE decreased 
with the full-time FTE decreasing at a greater rate (7.2 compared to 
5.0 percent). This results in a higher percentage of the total FTE being 
produced by part-time faculty. During the decade, the number of FTE part-time 
faculty ranged from a high of 4,519 in fall 1981 to a low of 3,070 in fall 
1987. The FTE data for part-time faculty reported by college in Appendix A- 3 
contain estimates where circumstances dictate their use.

Full-time faculty consistently provided a larger portion of the FTE 
instruction than their part-time colleagues. During the ten-year period 
full-time faculty generated an average of 57 percent of the FTE. The trend 
change data indicate a slight increase of 1.7 percent in the percent of the 
FTE generated by part-time faculty in fall 1989 versus the remainder of the 
1980s. From 1981 through 1987, the percentage of part-time faculty 
experienced a general decline, going from a high of A7.2 percent in 1981 to a 
low of 40.5 in 1987. This was followed by a steady but slight increase 
beginning in 1988. 

In summary, the overall number of faculty decreased both in headcount and FTE 
during fall 1989 compared with the rest of the 1980s. These decreases exceed 
the enrollment decline during the decade. The number (headcount) of full- and 
part-time instructors both exhibited trend decreases with part-time faculty 
experiencing greater decline than full-time faculty. Both full-time and 
part-time faculty FTE decreased with the full-time FTE experiencing a greater 
decrease than part-time. This indicates a trend toward slightly greater 
reliance on part-time faculty for FTE production between fall 1989 and the 
rest of the decade. However, that reliance is still below that of the peak 
usage years of the early 1980s. 
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Current Part-time Faculty Usage 



National . The American Association of Community and Junior Colleges (AACJC) 
data iu Table 3 on the next page reflect headcount data on full- and part-time 
faculty employed in different states during the fall 1989 term. AACJC data 
for Illinois differ from those contained elsewhere in this report due to 
differing definitions and the absence of a census date in the national 
survey. According to the AACJC data, 68 percent of Illinois' faculty are 
employed part-time which is slightly above the 63 percent national average. 
Three-fourths or more of the faculty were part-time in three states. 
Part-time faculty accounted for between one-half and three-fourths of the 
faculty in 33 states including Illinois. Part-time faculty accounted for 
between one-fourth and one-half of the faculty in the remaining 14 states. No 
state operated with less than 29 percent of its faculty employed on a 
part-time basis. 

States usually considered as having systems similar to Illinois* had part-time 
representation similar to that In Illinois. For example, 66 percent of the 
faculty In California and Florida, 69 percent of Maryland's faculty, and 64 
percent of Washington's faculty were employed on a part-time basis. Sixty-one 
percent of the faculty In the Texas community college system taught on a 
part-time basis. Each of these states has conducted studies of their 
part-time faculty In recent years. 



Illinois . According to salary survey data submitted to the ICCB, a total of 
10,470 part-time faculty members were employed by Illinois community colleges 
in fall 1989. Some colleges employ part-time faculty more extensively than 
others with part-time faculty percentages ranging from 26.0 to 98.2 percent. 
As indicated In Table 4, part-time faculty comprised over 75 percent of the 
faculty In 12 of Illinois' 50 colleges. However, In the majority of the 
colleges between 50 and 75 percent of the faculty wer<? teaching part-time. 

On a full-time equivalency basis, the majority of the colleges used part-time 
faculty to teach less than one-half of the credit hours taught with only 16 of 
the colleges exceeding that amount. Table 5 provides information on the 
headcount and FTE of part-time faculty in each of the colleges. It should be 
noted that the lower percentages of part-time faculty for the City Colleges of 
Chicago are due to the exclusion of their adult education instructors who are 
not considered part of their faculty.

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Current Part-time Faculty Characteristics 

Characteristics of Illinois public community college faculty are collected 
through the colleges' fall faculty and staff submissions. As noted 
previously, the totals differ somewhat from ICCB salary survey data due to the 
time of data collection and the inclusion of City Colleges of Chicago's adult 
education training specialises. 

Gender . Table 6 summarizes the gender of full-time/part-time faculty in the 
community college system. Overall, there are more male (53.3 percent) faculty 
members than female faculty. Among part-time faculty, the male and fern* 1 * 
distribution is evenly balanced. However, males account for nearly two-thirds 
(61.7 percent) of the full-time faculty. Appendix Tables B-l and B-2 show 
faculty gender data by college.

Race /Ethnicity . A summary of the racial/ethnic origin of the 
full-time/part-time faculty appears in Table 7. Nearly 12 percent of the 
racial/ethnic data are missing for part-time faculty. Percentages are 
calculated based on known data. The part-time faculty contains larger 
percentages of Hispanics, blacks, and American Indians than full-time 
faculty. The percentage of whites and Asians are higher among the full-time 
instructional staff. Whites constitute the majority of both full-time 
(88.7 percent) and part-time (80.0 percent) faculty. Overall, the part-time 
faculty exhibited slightly more racial/ethnic diversity than their full-time 
counterparts. Appendix Tables B-3 and B-4 contain faculty racial/ethnic

Age. Age data for full-time and part-time faculty appear in Table 8. 
Approximately 14 percent of the age data are missing for part-time faculty. 
Percentages reflect known age data. Overall, part-time faculty tend to be 
younger than their full-time counterparts. Among part-time faculty 
41.9 percent were under 40 while only 16.8 percent of the full-time faculty 
were in the under 40 age group. An exception to this trend is the 65 and over 
age group which includes 5.6 percent of the part-time instructors compared to 
2.6 percent of the full-time faculty. Categorical age data are presented by 
college in Appendix Tables B-5 and B-6.

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Degrees . A summary of the highest degree earned by faculty appears in 
Table 9. Many colleges lack complete data on the earned degree status or 
their part-time faculty as is evident from the 23 percent missing degree 
data. This should be taken into consideration when interpreting the 
accompanying percentages which were calculated based on the total known degree 
attainment. Overall, the part-time faculty's earned degree attainment was 
lower than their full-time counterparts. Percentagewise, approximately three 
times as many part-time faculty's highest earned degree was a bachelor's 
degree or lower. Eighty-six percent of the full-time faculty held at least a 
master's degree compared to only 54.6 percent of the part-time instructional 
staff. Doctoral degrees were held by 13.3 percent of the full-time faculty 
compared to 4.6 percent of the part-time. Appendix Tables B-7 and B-8 contain 
information about the level of faculty educational preparation by college.

Programs . Faculty teaching assignments in the seven broad program areas are 
summarized in Table 10. These data reflect faculty member's primary 
instructional area. The full-time faculty is highly concentrated in 
baccalaureate/ transfer and occupational programs with 95.3 percent of all 
full-time faculty employed there. The distribution of part-time faculty is 
broader with one-third (33.9 percent) employed in baccalaureate/transfer, 
one-fourth (24.4 percent) in occupational, and another quarter (23.3 percent) 
in adult basic education programs. Part-time faculty are heavily relied upon 
in each of the following four broad program areas where they account for over 
90 percent of the instructional staff: general studies, adult basic 
education, adult secondary education, and vocational skills. Likewise, the 
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remedial education (84.8 percent) program is largely staffed by part-time 
instructors. This latter figure nay be misleading since the primary teaching 
area is reported and full-time faculty teaching remedial courses could be 
reported in another teaching area. The baccalaureate/transfer area was 
staffed by 61 percent part-time staff and the occupational area consisted of 
63.5 percent part-time faculty. Appendix Tables B-9 and B-10 contain faculty 
members' primary teaching area (PCF) by college.

Table 11 contains a breakdown of specific curricula in which faculty members 
provide instruction. These specific areas go across the broad PCS program 
areas previously discussed. For example, in agriculture, instructors may 
teach baccalaureate/tranjfer, occupational, vocational skills, or general 
studies courses. In nearly all specific instructional program areas, over 
half of the faculty taught on a part-time basis. Four specific program areas 
were exceptions where part-time faculty were in the minority: agriculture 
(43.9 percent), life sciences (37.8 percent), multi-disciplinary studies 
(41.6 percent), and physical sciences (42.3 percent). Over three-fourths of 
the instructional staff were employed on a part-time basis in nine program 
areas: personal and social development (95.3 percent), library science 
(91.7 percent), law (87.5 percent), public and protective services 
(81.6 percent), education (80.1 percent), industrial arts (80 percent), 
computer science (79.4 percent), philosophy ^79.4 percent), and business 
(78 percent).

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Sunary and Conclusions 

Trend data reveal that the overall number of faculty decreased both in 
headcount (11.2 percent) and ~TE (6.3 percent) in fall 1989 compared with the 
rest of the 1980s. These decreases exceed the enrollment decline 
(3.3 percent) during the decade. The numbers of full-time and part-time 
instructors both declined. In actual number of individuals, the number of 
part-time faculty experienced a greater decrease (12.8 percent) than was found 
for full-time faculty (7.2 percent). Likewise, both full-time and part-time 
FTE decreased. However, in the case of FTE, full-time faculty had a greater 
decrease (7.2 percent) than part-time faculty (5.0 percent). This indicates a 
trend toward slightly greater reliance on part-time faculty for FTE production 
in fall 1989 compared with the rest of the decade, although the usage is still 
considerably below that of the peak years of the early 1980s. 

During the decade of the 1980s, part-time instructors accounted for an average 
of 71.1 percent of the headcount faculty. However, part-time faculty 
accounted for less than half of the full-time equivalent (FTE) instruction 
during the same ten-year period (43 percent). In fall 1989 part-time faculty 
accounted for 70.0 percent of the total number of instructional staff and 
43.7 percent of the FTE figure. 

Comparisons of the use of part-time faculty in Illinois with that of other 
states showed that Illinois* usage is slightly above that of the national 
average. However, in states such as California, Florida, Maryland, and 
Washington, which are frequently cited as peer states for Illinois, the use of 
part-time faculty is similar to that in Illinois. 

Within Illinois, the use of part-time faculty differs for each college with 
the percentage of part-time ranging from 26.0 to 98.2 percent for headcount 
and 3.4 to 94.5 percent for FTE. 

In addition to examining the use of part-time faculty in the Illinois public 
community college system, the study also examined the characteristics of 
part-time faculty in comparison to those of full-time faculty. Factors such 
as gender, age, race /ethnicity, educational attainment, and primary teaching 
areas were studied. In each of these areas, differences were found between 
full-time and part-time faculty. There is a greater balance between males and 
females, greater representation of minorities, and somewhat lower educational 
attainment among the part-time instructors. Part-time faculty tend in general 
to be younger than their full-time counterparts. However, there is a higher 
percentage of individuals over the age of 65 teaching on a part-time basis. 

Part-time faculty are relied upon extensively to staff five broad program 
areas: general studies, adult basic education, adult secondary education, 
vocational skills, and remedial education. In baccalaureate/transfer and 
occupational programs in which *he largest number of faculty are employed, 
part-time instructor staffing approaches two-thirds of the entire faculty. 
Over half of the faculty were employed part-time in nearly all specific 
instructional program areas. The exceptions to this generalization were four 
specific programs: agriculture, life sciences, multi-disciplinary studies, 
and physical sciences. 
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Part-time faculty participation in Illinois public community colleges 
continues to be an important factor as community colleges strive to meet the 
educational needs of their communities. Colleges are encouraged to use the 
information in this and other reports on faculty and staff as they evaluate 
their educational programs and services.
